opens with the foilowing challenge of the 
central government's usurpations ; 

“The administration now in power has 
rendered itself guilty of wanton disregard of 
the laws of the iand, and of usurping powers 
not granted by the Constitution; it has acted 
as if the lawe had binding force only for 
those who are governed, and mot for those 
who govern. It has thus struck a blow at 
the fundamental principles of constitutional 
government and the liberties of the citizen.” 

Mr. Greeley, in his letter accepting the 
Cincinnati nomination, repeats the doctrine 
of the right of the States to regulate their 
own domestic affairs, in even stronger and 
more explicit terms. He says: 

IIL That, subject to our solemn constitu- 
tional obligation to maintain the equal rights 
of all citizens, our policy should aim at local 
self-government, and not at centralization ; 
that the civil anthority should be supreme 
over the military ; that the writ of habeas cor- 
pus should be jealously apheld as the safe- 
guard of persona! freedom; that the individ- 
ual citizen should enjoy the ——s liberty 
consistent with public order; and that there 
shall be no Federat Ly heey of the internal 
poner of the several States and municipalities, 

ut that each shall be left free to enforce He rights 
and promote the well being of its 
such means as the judgment of tts own sant 
shall prescribe.” 

With this assertion by the Liberal Conven- 
tion of the right of State self-control, subject 
only to the supreme Constitution, and this 
still more emphatic re-affirmation of it by 
Mr. Greeley himself, the imputation of cen- 
tralism against the Presidential candidate 
whom both Democrats and Liberals are sup- 
porting, ie seen to be gratuitous and ground- 
leas. r. O'Comor has no authority 
fer saying that Mr. Greeley is the 
“recogni champion” of the practice 
of Federal interieddling in the affairs 
of States. We are bound to accept his words 
in their plain meaning, and they ciecarly mean 
that he is Opposed to the pracuuce complained 
of.
